
Public Notice – Environmental Regulation 
 
Notice of action: The Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ) is announcing an 
opportunity for public comment on a proposed revision to the Commonwealth of Virginia 
State Implementation Plan (SIP).  The SIP is a plan developed by the Commonwealth in 
order to fulfill its responsibilities under the federal Clean Air Act to attain and maintain 
the ambient air quality standards promulgated by the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) under the Act.  If adopted, the Commonwealth intends to submit the 
regulation or a portion thereof to the EPA as a revision to the SIP  in accordance with the 
requirements of § 110(a) of the federal Clean Air Act. 
 
Regulations affected:  The regulations of the board affected by this action are as 
follows: Ambient Air Quality Standards, 9 VAC 5-30. 
 
Purpose of notice: DEQ is seeking comment on the issue of whether the regulation 
amendments should be submitted as a revision to the SIP. 
 
Public comment period: November 19, 2007 to December 19, 2007. 
 
Public hearing:  A public hearing may be conducted if a request is made in writing to 
the contact listed below.  In order to be considered, the request must include the full 
name, address and telephone number of the person requesting the hearing and be 
received by DEQ by 5:00 p.m. on the last day of the comment period.  Notice of the 
date, time, and location of any requested public hearing will be announced in a separate 
notice, and another 30-day comment period will be conducted. 
 
Public comment stage:  The regulation amendments are exempt from the state 
administrative procedures for adoption of regulations contained in Article 2 of the 
Administrative Process Act by the provisions of § 2.2-4006 A 4 c of the Administrative 
Process Act because they are necessary to meet the requirements of the federal Clean 
Air Act and do not differ materially from the pertinent EPA regulations.  Since the 
amendments are exempt from administrative procedures for the adoption of regulations, 
DEQ is accepting comment only on the issue cited above under "purpose of notice" and 
not on the content of the regulation amendments. 
 
Description of proposal: In essence, the proposed revision will consist of 
amendments to existing regulation provisions concerning ambient air quality standards.  
The major provisions of the proposal are as follows: (i) new requirements for reference 
conditions are added; (ii) old requirements for PM10 are removed, and text is revised for 
consistency with the federal version; and (iii) new requirements for PM2.5 are added. 
 
Federal information: This notice is being given to satisfy the public participation 
requirements of federal regulations (40 CFR 51.102) and not any provision of state law.  
Except as noted below, the proposal will be submitted as a revision to the 
Commonwealth of Virginia SIP under § 110(a) of the federal Clean Air Act in 



accordance with 40 CFR 51.104.  It is planned to submit all provisions of the proposal 
as a revision to the Commonwealth of Virginia SIP. 
 
How to comment: DEQ accepts written comments by e-mail, facsimile transmission 
and postal mail.  In order to be considered, comments must include the full name, 
address and telephone number of the person commenting and be received by DEQ by 
5:00 p.m. on the last day of the comment period.  Due to problems with the quality of 
facsimile transmissions, commenters are encouraged to provide the signed original by 
postal mail within one week.  All testimony, exhibits and documents received are part of 
the public record. 
 
To review regulation documents: The proposal and any supporting documents are 
available on the DEQ Air Public Notices for Plans web site 
(http://www.deq.virginia.gov/air/permitting/plannotes.htm).
